In trade, as in war, readiness to 


seize npon all available circumstances 
that may tend to accomplish the ob- 
ject we have in view is useful A 
commercial gentleman in Jamaica 
wrote home to a merchant in the 
West of Scotland, telling him what a 
ine market there was at the time in 
hat island for British goods. The 
uerchant in question was noted at 
mce for his ignorance and the s>uc- 
ocsb of his export ventures; and a 
wag among his acquaintances had 
offered a wager that on this occasion 
lie would put him on the losing track. 
He, therefore, advised the merchant 
as to the nature of his proposed con- 
signment, and, of all things in the 
world for a place like Jamaica, what 
should that sonsignment consist of 
but warming-pans! AVhen they ar- 
rived, the consignee was at first in a 
state of the utmost consternation, 
and did not know what to make of 
them. But presently his ingenuity 
<-ume to his aid. He saw that the 
warming-puns, if useless as such, 
were not quite without possibilities 
of adaptation to other uses; accord- 
ingly he had the lids knocked off of 
them, after which both pans and lids 
were offered to the sugar mnnufactur 
ITS us skimmers to skim their sugar 
vats. They were found to answer 
the purpose admirably; and, there 
being a great crop of sugar that year 
the whole consignment of metam- 
orphosed warming-pans was disposed 
of with a handsome profit. 
It is 


uecessan to add that the wag lost 
his bet. 


Another story occurs to us of the 


advantage of being able to apply 
one's knowledge in an emergency. 
An eminent firm of woolen manufac- 
turers received a commission to make 
a particular fabric out of a special 
kind of wool which it was desired at 
the time to introduce into the homo 
markets. As the fabric thus made 
was to be sent to one of the interna- 
tional exhibitions, the manufacturers 
wen- required to give a guarantee 
I hat they would use the particular 
wool sent them, and no other, in 
making up the goods. In the course 
of the dyeing process, the color, upon 
which the whole bemvty of the pat- 
tern depended, came out so impure 
and doferivo that the portion of wool 
so dyed was considered hopelessly 
spoiled. It was an awkward circum- 
stance for the manufacturers, as, to 
have made a request for additional 
wool would have been a confession 
of bad workmanship at the outset. 
In this emergency, a workman in the 
dye house, who acted as vat-man 
a position little above that of an or- 
dinary laborer- but who. with good 
natural parts and a taste for his work, 
had privately acquired considerable 
knowledge of the chemistry of d\ e- 
ing, came to their aid. He expressed 
the opinion to a fellow workman that 
the color might yet be restored to 
comparative purity; and, this opinion 
being carried to one of the principals, 
permission was giu-n to the vat-man 
to make' the experiment. 
The wool, 


it was considered, was los! ut am 
rate an experiment with it, how- 
ever hopeless it looked, could not 
make things worse. The vat-man 
for the time being got the full use of 
his superior's dyeing stuffs and ap- 
paratus, and with such mccess that 
the color was brought out on the 
wool in all its brightness and purity. 
This was the making of the \ at-man, 
who. 
a short time afterward, attained 


to the position of chief of the dye- 
ing department, and ultimately went 
into business for himself and pros- 
pered. His readiness of resource 
had not only led to his own advance- 
ment, but had saved the manufact- 
uring reputation of the firm by which 
he was employed. 


For 40 years Rev. Win. Johnson re- 
paired the church, raising money for 
the purpose, and was its rector for 
two years. 
Previous to that time the 


doors and windows had been swing- 
ing idly on their hinges for half a 
century, while tramps and wanderers 
found shelter within its walls, and 
bats and owls held undisputed sway. 
About the year 1872, T. B. Whitman 
of New York, raised another fund, 
repaired it once more, donated an or- 
gan, and had it represented by Bish- 
op Johns; and for several years there- 
after services were held every alter- 
nate Sunday. But it cost something 
to keep it "up. There we people 
enough to fill the church within the 
sound of its bell, but the majority of 
them have little means, and take lit- 
tle interest in religious matters. A 
movement is now on foot to establish 
a permanent fund to keep the church 
in repair for all time to come. Con- 
tributions are solicited from all patri- 
otic Christians to the end that the 
sanctuary built by Washington be 
not allowed to perish off the face of 
the earth, and that a spark of holy 
lire be kept alive upon its altar. Con- 
tributions ma> be sent to Col. Holl- 
ingsworth, Superintendent of Mount 
Vernon, and will be acknowledged 
through the New York Churchman. 
Considerable Hums have already been 
received for this worthy purpose, 
chiefly from New York and New Eng- 
land.

There- are muny clmrcheh in this 


young country that claim the distinc- 
tion of age, but one of the oldest is 
Pohick church, which was planned 
and located by George Washington 
long before he became "the father of 
his country," situated not many miles 
outside the limits of the district, in 
Fairfax comity, Vu. Some of the 
drawings which "Washington made 
for it are still extant. The ih-ht IV 
hick church was a wooden building, 
and ^tood near Pohick run, about 3 
inileb from the residence of George 
Mason (who drafted the famous bill 
of rights for the state of Virginia), 
and some nine mile-, from Mt. Ver 
non. the Washington homestead. Af 
ter it was destroyed by tire the vestn 
proposed to rebuild it on the old site. 
It called a meeting, and, after a pro- 
tracted and somewhat stormy debate, 
Mason urging that the old site was 
endeared to the people by its relig- 
ious associations and the burial of 
their dead, and Washington claiming 
that it was not central to the popula- 
tion, the meeting adjourned with 
considerable ''bad blood" on both 
sides. When they next convened, 
Mr. Mason reiterated his arguments, 
with, if possible, more vehemence 
than before. 
Wlien ho had finished 


Washington arose, and without com 
ment, placed upon the table a ma} 
he had made, showing the distances 
from the principal residences to the 
present, site of the church. All op 
position was effectually silenced, am 
the immortal tteorge, as usual, had 
his wav. It stands on an eminenc 
or a portion of the old Mt. Vernon 
estate, about seven miles from th 


mftnor house, and as many from th 
residence of Mr. Mason. Both Wash 
in<rton and Mason were vestrymen a 
Pohick long before the revolution 
and for many years, says Bishop 
Meade, "Washington was a constant 
worshipper within its waUs never al- 
lowing company, or any other cause, 
to ke?p him from the house of God. 


Daniel Webster was ranch more 


than an orator. But in his own life- 
time his oratory often appeared to 
overshadow his other claims to dis- 
tinction. The most celebrated of 
American citizens of his generation, 
and perhaps the most honored and 
beloved, he was never accepted by 
the whole body, even of American 
liberals, as their rightful candidate 
for the Presidency. Only when star- 
tled by the sad surprise of his death 
the) began to repent of the opportu- 
nity they had missed of glorifying 
their side. 
Since the grave closed 


upon him the splendor of his rhetor- 
ical triumphs has almost altogether 
eclipsed his fame as a jurist and a 
statesman. That the renown of an 
orator should survive at all must al- 
ways indicate more than ordinary en- 
dowments of speech. That it should 
survive in the United States betokens 
marvelous eloquence. 
Ability to 


speak.in public is common to all 
Americans, excepting General Wash- 
ington and, perhaps, General Grant. 
An American who studied at Cam- 
bridge some forty years since records 
the naive surprise he felt at discover- 
ing himself an object of academical 
admiration for being able to make a 
s,Pt speech without preparation. Kv 
pry American could do the same, he 
avows. 
The best judges, experts, 


and rivals listened enraptured to ! 
Daniel Webster, whether arguing in 
thcjSnprenie Court, addressing Con 
gvess, or declaiming at Bunker Hill 
or iu Funenil Hall, or on a bare, 
bleak rock at New Plymouth. With 
out- accord they recogniwl their 
master; they could deny him neither 
their tears nor their judgment. The 
art is not dead in Europe. 
England 


has two orators left. 
France has at 


least one. The American Union has 
not a few. But we suspect there is 
something wanting to their efforts 
which was present still " 'n'li Daniel 
Webster expired thirU ..ears ago. 
Words are as flowing and glowing as 
then were, it is the hearts of the 
hea'rers, which are no more receptive 
and impressible. The festival which 
honors the memory of Daniel Web- 
ster reminds this age at once of a 
man who took it* predecessor captive 
by the magic of speech and its own 
loss of the faculty for abandoning 
itself to the Mime delicious enthrall 
ment. 


IN the way of bequests Baltimore 


has been of late years a remarkably 
fortunate city. A few weeks ago Mr. 
Enoch Pratt offered to erect upon a 
$30.000 lot a lire-proof library build- 
ing, costing §223,000, and to donate 
to'the city S833.33U.33J,. if the city 
would bfnd itself to appropriate 
$30.000 a year to support the insti- 
tution as a free library the annual

The discussion was long. 
Mr. Vest denounced the bill as in 


its every feature a bill of attainder 
(inflicting punishment \\ithout judi- 
cial trial), which was prohibited by 
the constitution. He would not give 
his vote for the principles of the bill 
though upon his assent to it should 
depend his future official life. 
He 


believed it; would substitute for an 
anti-Republican government in Utah 
an anti-Republican star-chamber ar 
rangement. 


Mr. Pendleton objected to several 


features of the bill, particularly to 
the one excluding from the jury box 
known polygamists in trials for pol- 
ygamy, etc. He said that in this 
the bill discriminated against a man 
faithful to several wives and in favor 
of one holding luhilterons relations. 
He regarded the measures, for the 
reasons he stated, as intended to se- 
cure the punishment of crimes with- 
out conviction therefor. He gave 
notice of an amendment in these re- 
spects. 


Mr. Sherman said he would vote I 


for the bill, but doubted its effect- 
iveness. He believed the time would 
come, and that it was not far distant, 
when some of the saints in authority 
in Utah would have a new revelation 
from a source tlrat all would recog- 
nize, and that in this way we would 
get rid of polygamy by the voluntary 
action of its supporters. 


The remaining committee amend- 


ments, and several sections of the 
bill were then agreed to without fur- 
ther debate, and the bill reported to 
the Senate as from the committee of 
the whole.
